We  would  be  installing  the  clean  out  drain  near  our  fire  hydrant  connection 
please  see  attached  photo  with  the  red  circle  of  the  clean  out  location.  I  have 
attached  a  photo  of  a  previous  clean  out  drain  we've  installed.  This  is  really 
our  only  option  but  the  drain  itself  is  very  small.  Normally  the  construction 
will  only  take  1-2  days  from  start  to  finish.

As  you  know,  the  mobile  hygiene  center  has  been  deployed 
weekly  at  Lomita/McCoy.  There  are  a  high  percentage  of 
homeless  people  (up  to  25  per  day)  utilizing  the  mobile 
hygiene  center.  At  this  time  LASAN  would  like  to  move 
forward  with  installing  permanent  infrastructure  in  the  form  of 
a  clean  out  drain  for  the  gray  and  black  water.  The  drain 
would  connect  to  our  existing  sewer  infrastructure.  The 
mobile  hygiene  unit  would  still  need  to  be  deployed  to  the 
location  but  it's  drainage  mechanism  would  become 
permanent.  Does  your  office  have  any  issue  with  us  moving 
forward  with  this?
